Being  a  mom  has  taught  me  so  much 
about  faith  and  deepened  my  under¬ 
standing  of  God‘s  love  for  us.  Last 
week,  Avery  found  a  small  acorn  in  a 
parking  lot  and  immediately  became 
enamored  with  it.  In  spite  of  all  the 
toys  she  has,  the  little  acorn  was  such  a 
treasure  to  her.  She  went  as  far  as  to 
name  it  (“Rosie”,  which  is  the  name  of 
almost  every  baby  doll  and  stuffed  ani¬ 
mal  she  has).

It 
may  be  small  now,  but  once  it  is  plant¬ 
ed,  God  will  give  it  roots  and  grow  it 
into  something  noticeably  beautiful. 

There  truly  is  something  so  special 
about  all  the  way  children  see  the 
world  and  their  unique  perspective. 
Jesus  knew  this  about  them,  that  even 
small  children  hold  within  them  some¬ 
thing  beautiful  that  He  will  bring  to 
fruition.  Jesus  knew  that  children  see 
the  world  in  a  more  beautiful  way.  Je¬ 
sus  took  the  small  children  on  his 
knees  as  he  spoke  these  verses.  What  a 
powerful  reminder  for  all  of  us!
